comes to my mind at this time. That they have milking character 
is well established. That it has been satisfactorily developed in 
our Canadian herds is not so well established. Recently there ap- 
peared in the Breeders Gazette of Chicago an article headed “Ab- 
erdeen-Angus as Milkers” and the article was signed by Geo. E. 
Martin. As it contained some excellent home truths upon the 
points that I would bring to your attention I wish to quote it here 
in full. 

“The Gazette has in all the years of its existence urged the 
claims of the dual purpose cow 
for regions where the produc- 
tion of both beef and milk from 
one animal best fits it into the 
economical operation of farms. 
So long as beef and milk contin- 
ue to be largely the chief stap- 
les of food tor civilized peopic, 
just so long will the economi- 
cal production of these forms 
of wealth be given attention by 
thoughtful producers every- 
where. In advocating the dual- 
purpose type The Gazette has 
not urged, nor is it its purpose. 
to urge, the claims of any one 
breed over any other. In dis- 
cussions of the dual purpose 
subject it has merely brought 
to the fore the idea that on 
nearly every farm and in most 
herds of the beef breeds dual 
qualities are latent and that by 
hand-milking and by giving 
some thought to proper mat- 
ings the flow of milk may be 


cialized type of either beef or dairy. 
In such regions the dual type is 
proving her worth as an economi- 
cal producer of beef and milk, and 
is fast winning favor and gradually gaining ground with farmers. 

These statements are undeniable. On the small farms alluded 
to there are Milking Shorthorns, Red Polls and, occasionally, Here- 
fords and Aberdeen-Angus. There is no question that either of the 
last-named breeds possess milking qualities to a greater or less ex- 
tent. These may be latent, and perhaps more so than in the breeds 
first referred to, but that they have in many instances developed 
into good milkers is a fact well known to many who have made use 
of them or who have had opportunities to study the practical quali- 
ties of the various breeds. 

As one journeys towards north Scotland he finds but two breeds 

of cattle of modern types: the 
- Shorthorn and Aberdeen-An- 
gus. True, that is the home of 
the Ayrshire, but this breed is 
largely confined to the country 
of Ayr. There are more Ab- 
erdeen-Angus than Shorthorns 
in that part of Scotland, and on 
this breed farmers in that sec- 
tion, as well as towns and cit- 
ies, depend largely for milk. 
There one may find the doddie 
referred to as the good milk 
cow, and a good producer of 
milk she is, too, because the de- 
mand for milk brought about 
the necessity of her develop- 
ment as a milk producer. 

The earlier importations 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle to 
this country were largely of 
this kind. Although the de- 
velopment of their milking ten- 
dencies has been more or less 
neglected by numerous breeds, 
resulting in a decreased flow of

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History of the Breed in Britain and America 


Though perhaps the first Aber- 
deen-Angus animal that ever trod 
American soil was the cow Duchess 
which went from Portlethen in 
1850, it was not until 1873 that 
stock was imported for the express 
purpose of improving the range cat- 
tle. In that year the late George 
Grant of Victoria, Kansas, imported 
three bulls, two of which he exhibit- 
ed at the Kansas City Fair—the 
first polls that ever appeared in an ; 
American showyard. These bulls, which created much interest. 
were the forerunners of the great influx which occurred a few years 
later as a result of the world-wide renown the breed had acquired 
by winning the two champion group prizes in Paris in 1878. 

These bulls were used upon the common stock of the range, 
horned and coarse, and they changed the “complexion” and appear- 
ance of the old stock. Many half-breed steers from these Aberdeen- 
Angus bulls were fed by a number of feeders and gave them a 
foretaste of the quality that lay beneath the black skins. In 1876 
James MacDonald, the late secretary of the Highland and Agricul- 
tural Society of Scotland, visited the ranch and reported them as 
doing splendidly. In 1876 there were probably more than 800 black 
polled calves after them, declared to have been superior to any ever 
seen in those parts before. They were short-legged, big around 
the girth; vigorous, healthy and thoroughly at home; they proved 
themselves superior in every way to the Shorthorn and other cross- 
es; standing the winters better, coming out in remarkable condiiton, 
without the necessity of artificial food or coddling as the other 
breeds required. It. is a pity Mr. Grant did not live to reap the 
benefit of his foresight, which would have been his in good measure. 

Yet his work followed after 
him. In 1883, there were sold

But it was not until after the dispersion sale of the Tillyfour herd 
that the rush—the boom—began. 

What might be termed the parent herd of America was that 
formed by Anderson & Findlay, Lake Forest, Ill. Mr. Findlay was 
indeed a native of Buchan and had retained all the affection for 
the native “humlies” that everyone acquainted with them in ‘youth 
undoubtedly is bound to preserve. It was during the summer of 
the memorable vear 1878, that Anderson & Findlay commissicned 
Mr. Findlay of Peterhead, Scotland, brother of the latter, to pur- 
chase five heifers and a bull from the best herds; which commission 
was followed by others. Anderson & Findlay exhibited their im- 
portations at the Illinois and other fairs. 

Among the animals in their first importation was a bull from 
the old Westside of Brux herd, descending from Keillor blood. In 
the next importation visits were made to Mains of Kelly, Wellhouse, 
Bridgend, Earnside and other herds; resulting in the securing of 
specimens of the Jennets—derived from old Young Jenny Lind, a 
Tillyfour foundress; Lady Jean, a good old Rothiemay sort; Mont- 
bletton Charlotte, Westertown Victoria and other families. Wat-

he got Blackcap (4042) bred 
at Ballindalloch—an Erica 
Mayflower, Rosa Bonheur 2d 
(3531) bred at Tillyfour, and 
others of Drumin, Greystone, Old Morlich, Mains of Advie and other 
noted tribes. The bull selected to head the herd was Knight of St. 
Patrick, from Bridgend, which had a very creditable career in this 
country, siring some of the most noted animals that appeared at the 
early shows. In 1887 this herd was sold to the Fairmount Cattle 
Company, Stratton, Neb., and it also made an excellent record in 
the ring. 

In 1882, A. B. Matthews, who had already secured some animals 
from Canada and elsewhere, visited the home of the breed and made 
an excellent selection from Haughton, Grystone, Waterside. Kinoch- 
try, Easter Tulloch, Gravenwood, Baads, Balquhain and Blairshin 
noch. His herd, when he had it all assembled, numbered 170 head. 
Mr. Matthews was a prominent figure in breed circles and at the 
showyards and sales rings for a number of years succeeding his 
entry into the ranks of the importers. He wrote early in his €x- 
perience: “The prospect of the breed is beyond anything that | 
have ever known for any class of cattle.” 

_ Another great exponent of the breed of this era was George

Following this course one in a 
few generations of animals resulting trom 
intelugent breeding, care and keep, will have 
a class of females that will give a generous 
flow ot muk, and produce caives wnat as 
steers may be finished and sold as prime 
beef. This kind of cow will supplant nei- 
ther the Shorthorn, Hereford nor Aberdeen- 
Angus when one wants to raise beer, vut 
she will find favor with the small tarmer 
who can more profitably maintain the cow 
that will “make good” at the pail, produce 
prime beef, and when her days of useful- 
ness are at an end, will fatten and bring 
back to her owner a goodly additional re- 
turn when sold for beef. 

Adherents of the Aberdeen-Angus breed 
should assert their claims in this respect. 
They have the kind of tarmer’s cow that 
will back up their claims tor milk produc- 
tion. She has proved her case as a producer 
of beef in every contest where her sons 
have been entered. Her admirers seem to 
have been content to rest their laurels on 
beef and beef alone, but by so doing they 
overlook the claim of dual qualities, the 
type of cow which is being sought atter by 
farmers to a greater extent and with more 
persistence than have ever berore been ob- 
served in this country.”—-George E. Martin. 

The writer of this article has pointed out 
many truths at which no doubt some of our 
friends of other breeds will sneer, but he 
fearlessly stated that as producers of milk 
the Aberdeen-Angus will, under proper 
conditions hold her own with any other 
beet breed. 1 would particularly commend 
this article to the notice of every Aberdeen- 
Angus breeder and to those who are not 
breeders. Coming as it does from an un- 
biased source it has greater weight than 
any statement of mine could ever have. 
The hornless character and the wonderful 
beef qualities of the Aberdeen-Angus have 
so commended themselves to the average 
farmer that he has now only to be con- 
vinced that cows of the breed will milk well. 
That being accomplished there will be a 
demand for the bulls that cannot be met in 
years to come. 


Breeders should get their cows on test 
wherever possible. The Canadian Aberdeen- 
Angus Association schould undertake to ar- 
range for R. O. P. tests, in order that there 
might be some aecurate records to present 
to the farmers of this country who are the 
prospective bupers of Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle. It is not that representatives of our 
breed are not good milkers, but rather that 
in this country there has not been sufficient 
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effort put forth to provide the reading pub- 
lic with convincing evidence of the merit of 
the breed in this particular. As it has been 
in the general interests of those boosting 
other breeds to give credence to the stories 
about the poor milking qualities of the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus, those stories have received 
wide publicity. We must fight our own fight 
and we must commence it now if we would 
establish for our breed that universal ap- 
proval which we know is their right by mer- 
it.

lowing statement recently issued by President Everett C. Brow, 
of the National Live Stock Exchange, is worthy of consideration: 

“The bureau of markets of the department of agriculture shoul 
watch its step on the furnishing of statistics. A recent bulletin in- 
dicated a 27 per cent increase of cattle on feed. The psychological 
effect is and will be extremely bearish on present and future price 
of cattle. The farmer who is loaded up with cattle on feed, insteai 
of being helped, has undoubtedly been hurt by this announcement. 

“It will also have the effect of preventing prospective buyer 
from purchasing feeding cattle, thereby preventing the consumption 
of corn, which in itself will depress the grain market. The burew 
in this bulletin offered nothing encouraging in the cattle situation. 
It should have said that fully 10 per cent of this 27 per cent ip 
crease had already been marketed. 

“It should also have said that with men in every industry 
working on full time, and with financial conditions excellent, th 
buying demand of the consuming public is at least 25 per cent better 
than a year ago, when many of the industries were shut dow, 
hundreds of thousands of men out of employment, and the balance 
sheets of almost every industry in America showing greater loss: 
in the operation than had ever been known. 

“If the department had wanted to keep the live stock produc 
er well informed it should have issued, through its bureau of mar 
kets, weekly information on the increased number of cattle being 
bought at large terminal markets for feeding purposes, and that 
would have been valuable, because it would have shown a condition 
where the buyer might have protected himself. 

“Post mortem information is not vaiuable and the statistics that 
are issued from 90 days to one year after they should have com 
out are liable to cause immense damage and very seldom do aly 
good. Such announcements also have the effect of discouragilg 
the cattle breeder, not only on the range, but throughout the com 
belt, and in my opinion this bulletin should not have been issued.”

CAN’T PASS THE OLD STORY HERE; 
FACTS PROVE DIFFERENTLY. 

The objector to the Black intruder of west- 
ern cattle fields has put up every conceiv- 
able sort of a story in his endeavor to keep 
the Blacks off the pastures west of the Mis- 
souri river, more stress being placed upon 
the necessity of excluding these hornless cat- 
tle as the farther west we go.

Angus cattle do not breed well in the west- 
ern and northwestern countries. Those who 
have succeeded in making themselves believe 
this storv should refer to Wilber S. Acton 
or Neal D. Smith, operators of the Airyland 
Stock Farm, in central Mon‘ana, near Lewis- 
town, where better than twenty-five hundred 
acres are devoted to growing better cattle. 
Here an Aberdeen-Angus herd has been 
started and Mr. Acton reports practically a 
one hundred per cent calf crop for the year 
which has iust closed. Another breeder from 
Missouri who turned his herd bull in with 
the cows and left him run with them report- 
ed in the last issue of the Journal a calf 
crop that exceeded 100 per cent, a number of 
the cows having dropped calves twice dur- 
ing the twelve month period. With facts of 
this kind at hand with which to meet the 
gentlemen who try to belittle the prolifica-

In this 
advertisement was set forth the carlot win- 
nings of the Hampshire breed at the Inter- 
national since 1918, making five straight 
wins of this coveted prize. In the opposite 
column is set forth the seventeen winnings 
in the carlot class by the Aberdeen-Angus 
since 19C0. A record unapproached by any 
breed of meat producing animal as judged at 
this great show. It is felt that this adver- 
tisement will do the Hampshire breed a great 
deal of good as well as to prove a spirit of 
cooperation among rival meat producing 
agencies and their advocates. Let there be 
more cooperation all along the line—and let 
us start the work among ourselves first.

KEEP THIS FACT 
IN MIND ALSO. 


According to governmental statistics the 
consumption of meat has dropped about 
twenty-two pound per capita per annum 
since the great world war, and unlike many 
other commodities meat eating has not re- 
sumed its former proportions. There are 
reasons for this neglect or failure to return. 
Possibly the greatest factor has been the un- 
emploment ot the great working masses of 
people in this country. These people are 
heavy meat eaters and non-employment cur- 
tails their buying power therepy necessarily 
reducing the amount of meat consumed per 
person. Another reason may be advanced 
in the fact that there has been no great 
publicity campaign wherein “eat more meat 
days’ have been advocated and suggested. 
These two elements will largely disappear 
during the year 1923, for conditions are 
brightening, employment is on the increase 
and now a little judicious publicity will un- 
fold a demand for meat foods, especially of 
the better sorts, and this is where the Aber- 
deen-Angus carcass will prove its superior 
value. A recent issue of the Record Stock- 
man of Denver contained an excellent edi- 
torial on this very subject, entitled: “Meet 
Meat, Mr. Citizen” which is given here: 

“Though just a bit tardy with its appeal 
to the people to appreciate and buy meat 
as an important article of diet, the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, nevertheless, can show 
its power as an agency in turning an obstin- 
ate tide. Perhaps never in the history of 
the world has there been landed more harm 
for an industry than through the starting 
of an eat-less-meat slogan, useful enough in 
its war-time application, and ‘going off and 
leaving it running’. The nation, as shown 


by vital statistics, has made permanent use 
of a habit which was only intended to be 
temporary. The consumption of meat per 
capita has dropped twenty-two pounds in 
the last five years.

(1442); Eurymedon, and Erica by a famous 
Balliol College Farm Stouter Johnny; and 
Errant Knight, another Erica, by Sea King 
(1450), dam Errantine (4642). The breeding 
herd carried off the grand championship at 
Nebraska State Fair in 1884, when headed by 
Guido and Waterside Minnie. 

Thus Turlington was the home of the 
Heatherblooms and of Abbess of Turlington, 
with which McHenry carried away the cham- 
pion honors over all beef breeds at the 
Columbian Exposition in 1893. A purchase 
by Mr. Harvey from Bradley Hall, Antelope, 
became also the dam of the first Internation- 
al grand champion steer, Advance, exhibited 
by Stanley R. Pierce in 1900. The victories 
of the herd in the fat stock shows are re- 
counted in the section dealing with “The 
Breed in the Arena.” 

In 1883 also, J. J. Hill, the railroad mag- 
nate who tried to benefit the farmers in the 
Northwest by spreading good Aberdeen-An- 
gus bulls in that territory, obtained from 
Clement Stephenson, Balliol College Farm, 
seven young bulls of such quality as Plum 
Pudding and Patrician of the Mulben branch 
of the Prides of Aberdeen; the twins, First 
Flight and First Foot, of the Boghead Flora 
family; Busar of the Rothiemay Heather 
Bells; Spice Box of the old Bognie South- 
esks, and Advocate of the famous Abbess 
family, specimens of the latter of which had 
been previously sent to Turlington. Mr. 
Hill was an extensive importer and success- 
ful exhibitor at the great fat stock shows 
for many years. 

The herd of J. H. Rea & Sons, Carrollton, 
Mo., founded over 40 years ago and now 
owned by J. W. Rea, is one that has carried 
on in an unbroken line of breeding, feeding 
and importing since its foundation. It in- 
augurated a new era in American cattle 
feeding when it sent the first bunch of fat 
steers to market carrying Aberdeen-Angus 
blood. This group of cattle, marketed at 
Chicago and then sent east to New York 
City, astounded the stock yard and slaughter 
interests and fixed a spotlight on the breed’s 
produce for fattening for the best markets. 

The Woodlawn herd of the Pierces, the 
late B. R. and his son, Stanley, now owner 
of this unbroken line of breeding, has had 2 
marked effect on the breed’s direction in 
this country. Advance, the first single steer 
grand champion at the International Live 
Stock Exposition, gave the breed a great 
send-off with the inauguration of the Chica- 
go International and that record has been
